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T hey Call it “Dividends" 


Refunds of excessive pay ments made by 
veterans for National Service Life Insur­ 
ance policies are not called refunds by 
the Veterans Administration, which has 
had the use of this money for the past 
several y ears. They are called “dividends.” 
The dictionary defines a dividend as 
“interest pay able on money invested; a 
share of the profits of a company or busi­ 
ness.” 
Not by the wildest stretch of the ima­ 
gination can these repay ments of over­ 
charges be called dividends. They are no­ 
thing on earth except a repay ment of mon­ 
ey forcefully collected from veterans over 
a period of yeafs. 
The funds that will be paid out— when 
the VA gets in the right mood— will be 
funds that were paid in as overcharges,! 
and they represent money that belongs to j 
the GI’s, not profits from the operation j 
of the business. 
However, the VA, following a pattern 
set many y ears ago by demagogic new 
dealers, is try ing to deceive holders of 
NSLI policies by terming long past-due re­ 
pay ments of the individuals’ own money 
“dividends.” 
The whole thing started when the VA 
used out-dated mortality tables in figur­ 
ing premium rates. This forced holders of 
the policies to pay more than the insurance 
was actually worth. It is this overcharge 
that now is going to be returned hy a 
benevolent VA and labeled “dividends.” 
If any private insurance company should
